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STEPS are being taken to ensure that Brid- 
port and West Bay are protected from flood¬ 
ing and extreme weather, almost a year on 
from the storms that shocked the community 
last winter. 

County council bosses are working with the Envi¬ 
ronment Agency to strengthen defences in the most 
vulnerable parts of West Dorset, with the threat of 
more torrid winter weather on the way. 

Serious damage was caused to seafront properties in 
West Bay last year, with dramatic scenes on Valen¬ 
tine’s Day, which saw residents evacuated from their 
homes and taken to a nearby pub overnight. 

And potholes left by the storms on some of the key 
roads in and around Bridport have frustrated motorists 
for many months. 

Following the devastation last winter, various organ¬ 
isations have been working to pre-empt any repeat of 
the conditions by preparing plans and procedures to 
combat severe weather. 

The Environment Agency says it has already com¬ 


pleted a record number of repairs to flood defences 
damaged during the wettest winter on record last year. 

And a wealth of reinforcements and revisions, in¬ 
cluding efforts to strengthen the banks at the mouth 
of the River Bride at Freshwater Beach, form a pack¬ 
age of new and improved defence systems, designed 
to keep communities protected. 

“Our defences are now back to their pre-storm con¬ 
dition, and in some cases are in better condition than 
before,” said the Environment Agency’s Ron Curtis. 

Forecasters have already been on alert during the 
first few days of the new year, with alarm bells ringing 
ahead of heavy rain predicted for the weekend. 

Soon after revellers welcomed in the new year in 
Bucky Doo Square last week, the Environment 
Agency issued its first flood warnings of 2015. 

Experts feared that heavy rainfall forecast for Friday 
night and Saturday morning could cause water levels 
in the Brit, Asker and Simene rivers to rise, but no 
major disruptions were reported and the warning was 
removed on Sunday afternoon. 

Despite the escape, the agency is urging those in 
flood-risk communities to make sure they are as pre¬ 
pared as possible for more severe weather this winter. 

Meanwhile, Dorset County Council says those who

are vulnerable to flooding are getting 
the help they need. 

Shortly before Christmas, the county 
authority announced plans to install 
flood barriers, doors and pumps to 
homes that have reported internal 
flooding. 

A total of 100 properties, half of 
which are in West Dorset, are set to be 
fitted with special devices to improve 
flood water resilience and help home- 
owners return to normality soon after 
any damage is caused. 

Councillor Peter Finney, the council’s 
cabinet member for environment, said 
he was “confident” that, when in¬ 
stalled, the new devices would “signif¬ 
icantly improve the resilience for 
households in the most at-risk areas.” 


The district council also began a se¬ 
ries of vital flood defence works in 
West Bay in October, in order to pro¬ 
vide the “best possible resistance” to 
future severe weather. 

The project’s first phase involved 
covering the beach with new shingle to 
prevent waves from flooding over the 
sea wall. 

And the second phase of the project 
is expected to begin within the next few 
weeks.

He believes a new 
development like this 
is what is needed to 
sustain the future of 
Bridport. 

He said: "The town's 
population is growing 
and Bridport is becom¬ 
ing an increasingly de¬ 
sirable place to live, so 
building new houses is 
unavoidable. 

"Younger people and 
those on lower in¬ 
comes are being 
forced out of the 
town - people who 
have lived here all 
their lives, gone to 


school here, work 
here and have families 
here. 

"Local people on an 
average wage simply 
cannot afford to buy a 
property in the town 
so face the options of 
never owning a home 
or moving to some¬ 
where more afford¬ 
able." 

A proposed 35 per 
cent of the 760 new 
homes will be afford¬ 
able, ranging from so¬ 
cial rent (council 
housing) and shared 
ownership to proper¬ 
ties available to those 
who live, or have 
strong links, to the 
local area. 

Pro-Vearse Farm 
campaigners say the 


housing will be built 
outside the flood risk 
area, and that the 
development aims to 
retain as much 
as possible of the 
existing hedgerows as 
well as provide land¬ 
scaped open spaces 
with new trees being 
planted. 

Mr Glover added: "I 
would hate to see 
Bridport end up like 
other towns on the 
coast, full of retirees 
and second homes, 
where the streets are 
empty for 10 months 
of the year and only 
come alive in the sum¬ 
mer.

WEST Dorset District Council leader Robert 
Gould will formally resign from his post this 
week, it has been confirmed. 

Councillor Gould, who also took over the lead¬ 
ership of the county council recently, said he 
would be stepping down to concentrate on his 
new role. 

He is set to be replaced as leader by Councillor 
Anthony Alford, representative for the Allington 
and Netherbury ward, who is expected to for¬ 
mally take up the position tomorrow (Thursday). 

Councillor Gould, who spent more than a 
decade at the helm of the district council, had 
also been standing in as leader of the county au¬ 
thority following the resignation of former leader 
Spencer Flower, who is facing a court trial for fail¬ 
ing to declare personal interests in planning 
matters. 

And the Conservative member was elected on 
a permanent basis early in December, after de¬ 
fending the council's handling of the accusations 
against Councillor Flower. 

In a statement, Councillor Gould said it had 
been a "great privilege" to lead the authority in 
delivering a series of "flagship" projects, but that 
he must now focus his attention on the county 
council leadership. 

"I have recently been elected leader of Dorset 
County Council. I have decided therefore that I 
must step down as West Dorset District Council 
leader so that I can give my full energy to this 
new role," he said. 

"I have immensely enjoyed my ten-and-a-half 
years as leader and it has been a great privilege 
to lead the authority through a period of un¬ 
precedented change. 

"I am very grateful for the support that I have 
received from members and officers in this time." 

Councillor Gould said he was proud to have en¬ 
sured the council's finances were well managed 
and that council tax had been kept low during 
his tenure. 

He also remarked on the key move to cut costs 
by working more closely with partner councils in 
Weymouth and Portland, and North Dorset. 

"Together we have achieved so much for the 
residents of West Dorset, but most importantly 
we have ensured sound financial management 
and kept our share of the council tax low. 

"This has enabled us to avoid the large cuts to 
services other district councils have been forced 
to make, maintain support for our voluntary or¬ 
ganisation and deliver large flagship projects, 
such as the new Dorchester Sports Centre and 
Lyme Regis coast defence works. 

"Our move to more efficient offices has un¬ 
locked the potential for partnership working, 
first with Weymouth and Portland, and now

North Dorset. This ground-breaking work has 
been recognised nationally by the award of over 
£2million to implement the three-council part¬ 
nership." 

Councillor Anthony Alford was elected by the 
Conservative Group as its new leader last week 
and is expected to be voted through as Council¬ 
lor Gould's successor at a meeting tomorrow. 

Councillor Gould added: "I trust that on Thurs¬ 
day [Councillor Alford] will be elected as the new 
leader of the council and I know he will be out¬ 
standing in this role. 

"I am confident he has all the necessary expe¬ 
rience and ability to take the council forward in 
these challenging times." 

Former county council leader Spencer Flower 
is due to appear at Bournemouth Magistrates'

who are “worse off’ than their 
urban counterparts. 

Councillor Kayes, who will 
run as a parliamentary candidate 
in May’s election, will take her 
campaign for a ‘Rural Bill of 
Rights’ to ministers early in the 
new year. 

She says workers in West 
Dorset are paid less than the na¬ 
tional average in a community 
where the cost of living ranks 
among the highest in the coun¬ 
try. 

And the Government, Coun¬ 
cillor Kayes claims, must 
do more to address the 
growing problems of rural 
poverty and unequal access to 
services. 

“If you look cumulatively 
across a whole range of issues, 
it’s quite clear that people in 
rural areas are less well off in 
terms of their ability to access 
services than their urban coun¬ 
terparts - and we think it’s time 
the government did something 
about it,” she said. 

“It isn’t just about the dis¬ 
tances involved, but also the fact 
that housing costs more, work is 
seasonal and the health service 
gets less money per patient in 
rural areas.” 

Councillor Kayes’ campaign 
will call for rural residents 
“rights” to key issues, including 
education, healthcare and af¬ 
fordable housing, to be drawn 


up. She also argues broadband 
and digital services, transport 
costs and energy prices all hit 
harder in the countryside. 

Councillor Kayes added: 
“People living in rural areas live 
in a beautiful environment and 
often have a quality of life 
which is envied by their urban 
counterparts. On the other hand, 
they earn less, have higher hous¬ 
ing costs, find healthcare more 


difficult to access, pay more for 
fuel, energy and almost every 
other commodity, and have 
fewer opportunities in educa¬ 
tion, training and leisure activi¬ 
ties. 

“The problem of rural poverty 


and unequal access to services 
has been allowed to develop 
unaddressed for decades 
by governments of all persua¬ 
sions. But study after study has 
shown that people are worse off 
in the countryside.”

PJ to record her new album in public 


BRIDPORT born musician PJ Harvey has made na¬ 
tional news headlines once again, after announcing 
an innovative plan to record her new album in pub¬ 
lic. 

Fans will be able to watch the six-time Grammy- 
nominated artist working on her ninth studio 
album as part of a unique exhibition at Somerset 
House in London. 

Harvey, 45, along with her guest musicians, pro¬ 
ducers and engineering team, will work on the 
album within a specially designed box studio so 
spectators can watch the recording process live. 

The installation will be surrounded by one-way 
glass and fully sound proofed, so the musicians will 
not be distracted by the audience. 

Tickets for the event, 'Recording in Progress', 
which kicks off next week, sold out very soon after 
going on sale. 

And a handful of lucky fans will be able to observe 
Harvey's creative process in real time over the next 
four weeks. 

Visitors have paid up to £15 to watch the exhibi¬ 
tion in 45-minute slots, which could cover anything 
from improvisation to full track performances, or 
even discussions about the music. 


"I want'Recording in Progress'to operate as if we 
are an exhibition in a gallery. I hope visitors will be 
able to experience the flow and energy of the 
recording process," Harvey told The Guardian last 
week. 

Born in Bridport and educated in Beaminster, Har¬ 
vey recorded her latest album, 2011's'Let England 
Shake', over a five-week period at St Peter's Church 
in Eype. 

The album won the coveted Mercury Prize later 
that year and was named the year's best album by 
no fewer than 16 music publications. 

She has launched recent album tours with inti¬ 
mate gigs in Bridport and is still often seen around 
the town, supporting other musicians and events. 

Harvey was awarded an MBE for services to music 
in 2013, and has worked with a string of established 
artists over the years, including Nick Cave, Marianne 
Faithful and Radiohead's Thom Yorke. 

'Recording in Progress' will open at Somerset 
House on January 16th and run until February 
14th.

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Coastal callouts 
on the rise 

COASTGUARD officers attended more than 50 inci¬ 
dents on the West Bay seafront last year - an in¬ 
crease of almost 20 per cent on the previous 12 
months. 

The team dealt with an average of one callout a 
week during 2014 and was involved in a number of 
major incidents over the course of the year. 

Officers were out along the coast in all conditions 
last year, resolving a total of 52 incidents, ranging 
from missing ships to cliff falls. 

The Coastguard played a key role in the evacua¬ 
tion of vulnerable residents from their seafront 
homes during the Valentine's Day storms in Febru¬ 
ary, and later in the year crews were involved in the 
clean up of over 14 tonnes of tobacco washed up 
along the Jurassic Coast. 

Officers said 2014 had been a "good year" for the 
team, with eight injured people successfully evac¬ 
uated from the beaches, coastal paths and cliff tops, 
and another man rescued after his wheelchair be¬ 
came stuck in deep sand. 

The Coastguard team was also called to three 
major cliff falls during the year, with two deaths 
recorded on the seafront. 

In a report on the team's work in 2014, a 
spokesperson for the West Bay Coastguard said: 
"While most of the incidents we attend end very 
well, this year we also had to recover the bodies of 
two people who had lost their lives on our coastline. 
Our thoughts remain with their families and 
friends." 

"We thank all those in the police, fire and ambu¬ 
lance services, and other agencies that we have 
worked with over the year, and a special thank you 
goes out to the friends, families and loved ones who 
support us in the work that we do, which can so 
often be disruptive to family life." 

The team has also issued a reminder that the 
Coastguard can be contacted in the event of an 
emergency by dialling 999. 


Community set to cash in on car boot scheme 


COMMUNITY groups in the Bridport 
area will once again be able to bid for 
a vital cash boost through the Car Boot 
Fund, which opens to applicants next 
week. 

The scheme generates money 
through weekly car boot sales in West 
Bay, with the proceeds distributed once 
a year to worthy causes in the local 
area. 

A panel of councillors will determine 
where the cash ends up, with charities 
and community organisations able to 
bid for between £50 and £3,000 to sup¬ 
port specific projects. 

The bidding process will be launched

next Monday (January 12th) and appli¬ 
cants will have until the end of April to 
make their submissions, before the 
final decisions are made in July. 

Councillor Gillian Summers, a town 
councillor and chairman of West 
Dorset District Council, said: “I have 
been pleased to be involved with dis¬ 
tributing this money for over 13 years 
and have seen for myself the good that 
it does in the community. 


“I look forward to seeing lots of ap¬ 
plications again this year, meeting the 
recipients and hearing about their proj¬ 
ects at the awards event in September.” 

Last year the scheme provided an im¬ 
portant boost to a string of local groups 
including the Askers Meadow Nature 
Reserve, which received a £775 grant 
towards a project to transform a piece 
of derelict land into a shared commu¬ 
nity space. 

Amateur historians in Powerstock 
also used a portion of the money to 
produce a portrait of the parish’s 11 
servicemen who died during the First 
World War. 


Additional contributions were also 
handed out to scout groups, village 
halls and youth clubs, as well as proj¬ 
ects at the Bridport Arts Centre, the 
West Bay Community Forum and 
Transition Town Bridport. 

Emma Scott, community develop¬ 
ment officer at WDDC, added: “We are 
looking forward to hearing from a wide 
range of projects as usual which reflect 
how much good work is going on in 
our local communities.”

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Car reduced to wreckage after roadside fire 


A CAR was left completely destroyed at the side 
of the A35 last week, after an electrical fire 
sparked a major blaze. 

Only the smouldering wreckage of the vehicle 
was left on the evening of Friday, January 2nd, 
and firefighters investigating the incident said 
the car was "100 per cent destroyed" 

The driver escaped from the vehicle unhurt, 
but firefighters were unable to prevent the blaze 
causing severe damage to the car. 

Crews were called to the scene, on the A35 near

7pm on Friday evening, after a number of pass¬ 
ing motorists had called in to report the incident. 

Retained firefighters from the Bridport station 
arrived at the scene to find the Toyota Celica well 
alight, and officers closed the A35 for a short 
time while the blaze was brought under control. 

After a subsequent investigation, officers de¬ 
termined that the fire had been caused by an 
electrical fault in the vehicle. The road was re¬ 
opened at around 7:50pm on Friday evening. 


Commit to quit this new year, 
health bosses urge smokers 


SMOKERS are being urged to 
stick to their new year’s resolu¬ 
tions by pledging to “make to¬ 
bacco history”. 

Public Health Dorset - a 
health partnership between local 
authorities - is encouraging 
smokers to “take action” in 
2015 by sharing their reasons 
for quitting and signing up for 
support. 

The ‘Make Tobacco History’ 
campaign hopes to give quitters 
a helping hand by recounting 
the inspirational stories of oth¬ 
ers who have given up ciga¬ 
rettes. 

According to the campaign, 
almost 200 people a day in Eng¬ 
land have died from smoking- 


related conditions over the last 
eight years - a total of 570,000 
people. 

It also points to the growing 
expense of cigarettes, arguing 
that the average smoker spends 
more than £2,500 a year on their 
habit. 

Dr David Phillips, director of 
Public Health Dorset, said: “The 
story of smoking cigarettes is 
largely a story of the 20th cen¬ 
tury, when it is estimated that 
more than 100 million lives 
were lost as a result of smoking. 

“Over the last 30 years, we 
have seen a dramatic reduction 
in the proportion of people who 
smoke and in many of our com¬ 
munities smoking is now quite 


rare. 

The campaign will run 
throughout January, with 
posters, radio adverts and social 
media messages targeted at 
smokers looking to quit. 

And health bosses say making 
a pledge and signing up for sup¬ 
port are more effective ways to 
stay on course than making a 
resolution in the new year. 

Dr Phillips added: “Taking the 
next step to becoming an ex¬ 
smoker is no easy task, but by 
making a firm commitment, 
getting the right support, and by 
knowing you’re not alone in try¬ 
ing to quit, your chances of 
being successful are greatly im¬ 
proved.”

New year, new historical dance class 


HOW are you feeling after days of enjoying good 
food, partying or watching television? Would you 
like some exercise, trying something different 
that stretches muscles and mind? Why not try 
historical dance? 

Starting on January 22nd, the classes take place 
every fourth Thursday from 7.30pm to 10.30pm. 
The Town Hall is above the Corn Exchange and 
you can park near the entrance in North Square. 
Cost is £6 (£5 concessions) which gets you 3 
hours of expert tuition, exercise for body and 
brain, and a cuppa with like-minded new friends. 

Tutor Ann Hinchliffe trains with Dolmetsch His¬ 
torical Dance Society and the Early Dance Circle, 
whose experts appeared before Christmas on 
BBC Four with Len Goodman and Dr Lucy Wors- 
ley. "I've danced ceilidh and morris for years," she 
says. "I wondered where the dances came from, 
so I began studying with Dolmetsch. Now I'm the 
historical dancing master at Barrington Court, a 
National Trust property where we dance in the 
Tudor Great Hall. I'm looking forward to running 
the class in Dorchester where there's such a 
treasury of history and music." 

Dances will cover several centuries during each 
session, from Renaissance galliards to Jacobean 
country dances and Regency cotillions. "The 
dances are musical aerobics, as in the days before 
central heating," explains Ann. "We warm up with 
gentle steps, then tackle one complex dance 
each session. Since 2015 is the 200th anniversary 
of the Battle of Waterloo, this year's focus will be 
on Regency dances." Is that what we saw in the 
Jane Austen films? "Yes, but faster. Dances in 
films have to be slowed down for actors to speak 
their lines while they move. People are often sur¬ 
prised by how energetic the originals are."

Barrington 3 Netherbury 1

BARRINGTON continued their seem¬ 
ingly inevitable march to an unprece¬ 
dented quartet of trophies with victory 
over a plucky Netherbury side at Mis¬ 
terton on Saturday. 

Both teams came into the game in 
magnificent form with Barrington un¬ 
beaten all season and Netherbury hav¬ 
ing won their last eight on the spin. 

After some questionable choices for 
cup final venues in recent years, PSDL 
officials’ decision to stage the game at 
Misterton was fully justified with the 
vast majority of other matches in the 
region washed out and the Unity Lane 
surface in decent shape. 

Barrington took the game to the Am¬ 
bers from the off. In the first minute 
pacey front man Tom Perry fired into 
the side netting. Then centre-back Sam 
Spurway showed great technique to 
chest the ball down before swivelling 
well and forcing a fine low save from 
keeper Rob Harp. 

Soon after Harp went full stretch to 
turn a Guy Dare shot around the post. 

But the parity couldn’t last and it 
was no surprise in the 17th minute 
when impressive left-back Dan 
Rolandson skipped over a couple of 
challenges before reaching the byline 
and crossing for Perry to slot the ball 
home. 

At this stage Netherbury, in their 
third final in this competition in the 
last six seasons, were largely limited 
to efforts from corner kicks which 
were dealt with well by Barrington 
keeper-captain Mark Cullen, Spurway 
and his centre-back partner Mike 
Whitefied who was later adjudged 
MoM. 

The lead was doubled just before the 
half-hour when referee Chris Emmer- 


son, officiating in his first PSDL cup 
final spotted a trip by Netherbury full¬ 
back Christian Steward on Perry, and 
top-scorer Andy Whitefield smashed 
the resulting penalty kick high into the 
net for his 23rd goal of the season. 

Netherbury then finally began to 
force their way into the game. A swift 
counter attack down the left wing fol¬ 
lowing a Barrington corner saw Chris 
Symes have a shot blocked by Cullen. 

Soon after this a flick on reached the 
unmarked Mark Cuff unmarked at the 
back stick but his header from six 
yards lacked power. 

Just before the break Tom Franklin 
fired a drive from the corner of the box 
which was well saved by Cullen. 

There was a rash of bookings just 
around the interval with Mike White- 
field, Perry and James Thompson all 
finding themselves in referee Emmer- 
son’s book in a short space of time.

They grabbed a lifeline their head of 
steam deserved on the hour when a 
close range shot from Ryan Gay was 
handed on the line and Franklin coolly 
side-footed home from 12 yards. 

This was the first goal Barrington 
had conceded in more than six hours 
of competedve football. 

But hopes of completing a stirring 
fightback were ended four minutes 
later when Ambers’ defender Nathan 
Goldstone was dismissed after receiv¬ 
ing a second yellow card. 

The result was confirmed in the 68th 
minute when a long throw-in was 
flicked home by a near post header 
from Simon Cherry. 

Dare went close to rubbing salt into 
the wounds when he caught Gay in 
possession but his angled shot was 


blocked by Harp. 

Dare and Gay, who had a good battle 
throughout, were added to referee Em- 
merson’s bulging book after tangling 
late on. 

Dare then found Andy Whitefield 
but his shot was tipped over by glove- 
man Harp. 

It mattered not, and Barrington lifted 
the trophy for the second time - the 
first occasion being way back in 1967-
